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DOCTORED RETURNS 
BY MUNITIONS MEN 


Widespread Attempts Are 
Charged to Evade Pay- 
ments of Profits Taxes. 
Evasions Run Into Mil- 
lions. 


— — 


Washington, June 18.—Widespread 
attempts on the part of munitions 
makers to evade the payment of profits 
taxes imposed by congress last Septem- 
ber have been reported by internal rev- 
enue agents, who have been working 
quietly for the past two months check- 
ing up the manufacturers’ returns. 

The extent of the attempted evasion 
thus far brought to the attention of 
the treasury totals more than $10,000,- 
000, or approximately 40 per cent of 
the returns voluntarily made. Indica- 
tions are that the figure will go as high 
as $12,000,000 or $13,000,000. 

Orly Partial Returns. 

Scores of manufacturers of munitions 
are said to have attempted to defeat 
the full operation of the law by mak- 
ing only partial returns of their prof- 
its. Some of the largest concerns in 
the industry failed to make complete 
returns of profits, it is charged. . 

Under the law munitions makers are 
required to report to the commissioner 
of internal revenue their profits each 
year and to pay the government a tax 
of 12% per cent.

600,000 in taxes. 

It was assumed. apparently, that the

Commissioner Osborne, however, instead 
of waiting a year or more set a field 
force of investigators to work almost 
immediately after the munitions returns 
had been received. They were thus 
enabled to check the figures given the 
gOvernment before there had been any 
radical change in conditions at the 


plants, | 
1 Investigators reported profits largely 

n excess of those reported to the gov- 
ernment in many instances. Not all the 
manufacturers made incorrect returns, 
but the percentage of those who did is 
said to have been remarkably high. One 
of the methods frequently adopted to 
bring down the total profits was to 
charge off as expenses proportions of 
the cost of special munitions plants. 

Charged Off Cost of Plants. 

A number of plants charged off the 
entire cost of such plants, deducting 
the amount from the net profits. Justi- 
fication of this was attempted by the 
plea that the plants would be worth- 
less when the war ended and that it 
was apparent that the war could not 
last much longer. Investfgators re- 
ported that while the special establish- 
ments would be worthless at the end of 
the war so far as the manufacture of 
munitions was concerned, they could be 
utilized in other ways and by no means 
would be a total loss. 

As a result of the investigation re-

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BANKS 
IN RESERVE SYSTEM 


Open Wide the 
Doors. 


Washington, June 18.—Amendments 
to the federal reserve act, designed to 
strengthen the financial system of the 
country by the concentration of ‘gold 
reserve in federal reserve banks and 
to open wide the doors of the federal 
reserve system to the state banks and 
trust companies, were sent to the pres- 
ident today for his signature. The sen- 
ate finally accepted a conference re- 
port previously approved by the house. 

The first effect of the changes, it is 
believed, will be the shifting of more 
than $300,000,000 in reserves from the 
banks of the country to the federal re- 
serve banks, where the great store of 

old will be in a position to achieve 
ts maximum efficiency. 

Under the existing law, the banks 
had until next November to divert that 

ortion of their reserves with other 
anks to the federal reserve banks. 
The amendments advance the date, and 
the diversion of this gold to the re- 
serve banks is ordered at once. 


State Banks May Enter. 


Hundreds of large trust companies 
and state banks which heretofore have 
remained outside the field are expected 
to come in under the amendments. 
These institutions will bring into the 
reserve system many hundreds of mil- 
lions of additional reserves. With their 
addition officials believe that the fi- 
nancial system of the country will be 
as nearly impregnable as human in- 
genuity can make it. 

Accession of trust companies and 
state banks will be brought about in 
two ways: The institutions may join 
the system outright with the privilege 
of withdrawing at any time, upon a 
year’s notice—a privilege not granted 
them by the unamended law—or ey 
may, by depositing a portion of their 
reserves with a federal reserve bank 
become members of the federal re- 
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serve clearance system, the most ef- 
fective in the co * *

Resources of the system 
approximate $26,000,000,000, or about 
one-half of the total banking resources 
of the country. It is expected that 
this figure will de increased perhaps 
as much as 50 per cent during the 
coming year. A 


To Establish Branches. 
Another amendment facilitates the es- 
tablishment of branches of federal re- 


ization of the bran and decreasing 

e expense. It is thought that this 
amendment will result in the establish- 
ment within a short time of branch 
banks at Baltimore, Louisville and Den- 
ver, and possibly other cities, 

The so-calle Hardwick amendment, 
which provided for the legalization, un- 
der certain conditions, of a collection 
charge on checks cashed by member 
banks on out-of-town banks, was mod- 
ified so that such a charge cannot be 
collected except with the approval of 
the board. 

Whether the incoming state banks 
will have to divest themselves of di- 
rectorates interlocking with other in- 
Stitutions is a moot question, under the 
amended law. Some of the framers of 
the law believe that such action will 
not have to be taken. It is possible 
that the courts will be called upon 
finally to decide this question in case 
of conflict. ; 

The federal reserve board has advo- 
cated the passage of these amend- 
ments for more than a year. Their final 
passage ig regarded as one of the most 
important steps taken to strengthen the 
country’s financial system since the 
passage of the act itself.

Campaign to Raise Sum in 
Eight Days Is Under Way. 
Generous Donations Re- 
ported in Almost Every 
Section. 


Washington, June 18.—America today 
turned to the task of raising $100,000,- 
000 for the Red Cross in an eight-day 
campaign, starting before the financial 
outpourings for the two billion dollar 
Liberty loan and its oversubscription 
have been tabulated. 

With the campaigr only one day old, 
telegrams pouring into the office of the 
Red Cross war council tonight told sto- 
iries of generous donations in almost 
every section. Campaign committees 
of many cities wired they already had 
raised the sum tentatively allotted them 
or had exceeded the amount, but were 


planning an active canvass until the 
campaign closes next Monday night. 

Hundreds. of public meetings: were 
held today, with some of the country’s 
foremost men among the speakers. Mil- 
itary or civil parades were arranged to 
aid in collecting funds, which will be 
used both for American soldiers and 
sailors and for relief work in war- 
stricken districts of Europe. A few 
corporations withheld dividends until 
today and paid them with the recom- 
mendation that proceeds be donated to 
the Red Cross. 

Wilson Wires Mayors. 

President Wilson telegraphed mayors 
of one hundred cities urging them to de- 
vote their efforts to helping the solici- 
tation work in their communities. 

“The American people,” the president 
said, by their overwhelming subscrip- 
tions to the Liberty Loan, have given 
a new indorsement to the high princi- 
les for which America entered the war. 
During the present week, which I have 
designated as Red Cross week, they 
will have a unique privilege of mani- 
festing America’s unselfishness as well 
as the real spirit of sacrifice which 
animates our people. 

“May I urge that your city, in doing 
its part in the raising of this $100,- 
000,000 war relief fund, measure the 

enerosity of its gift by the urgency of 
the need.’ 

The first report to headquarters came 
from Flushing, L. I., where the appor- 
tionment of 95.060 had been doubled. 
Newark, N. J,. reported that $108,000 
was raised by noon. The campaign 
committee at Denver, whose apportion- 
ment was $200,000, decided this was too 
little and set a new goal of $500,000. 
A message from there tonight said 
prospects were bright for raising the

The war council tonight 
completed arrangements by which Miss 
Katherine Stinson, a young woman who 
recently gave flying exhibitions for the 
emperor of Japan and the president of 
China, will fly from Buffalo to New 
York Wednesday and to Washington 
Thursday, bringing checks contributed 
in those cities to Secretary MoaAdoo, 
treasurer of the Red Cross. She may 
land at other cities en route and receive 
local subscriptions. 

In Washington the campaign opened 
with a street parade of women and a 
meeting addressed by Miss Mable 
Boardman, of the Red Cross; Surgeon 
Generals Braisted, of. the navy, and 
Gorgas, of the army; Mrs. Newton D. 
Baker, wife of Secretary Baker, sang 
patriotic songs. 

The Red Cross today announced ac- 
ceptance of the Medico-Chirurgical hos- 
pital of Philadelphia for use of the 
navy. director and assistant will 
be appointed shortly by the navy, but 
otherwise the staff will remain virtual- 
ly unchanged.

Having failed to obtain the appoint- 
ment of a candidate suitable to him- 
self as successor to Judge Lambdin, of 
the southern district of Georgia, Senator 
Hardwick has taken up with the attor- 
ney general the question of removin 
Joseph A. Davis, of Albany, as marshal, 
to make room for Robert A. Kelley, of 
Tennille. Upon the outcome of this 
recommendation will depend whether 
Senator Hardwick makes a recommen- 
dation of a successor to Earl M. Don- 
alson, of Bainbridge, as district attor- 
ney for the southern district. Should 
the differences between himself and 
the administration be ironed out, it 
is probable that he will make another 
attempt to fill the vacant judgeship.

THE RED CROSS NEXT. 


Now that the Liberty Loan is a thing of 
glorious history, the patriotic citizens of 
the country will have until next Monday to 
rest before the opening of the great Red 
Cross drive, the objective of which is a 
subscription fund of $100,000,000. 

Compared with the Liberty Loan, the 
amount is a mere bagatelle in volume; but 
in importance it is of even greater propor- 
tionate magnitude. And it, as was the loan, 
should be oversubscribed. 

It will not be many months, possibly 
weeks, before American fathers and moth- 
ers begin receiving letters from loved ones 
“Somewhere in France.” In fact, already 
there are many vacant chairs beside Ameri- 
can hearthstones awaiting the return of 
young adventurers who could not wait for 
their government to get into the fight. Not 
a few of these have already given their 
lives for the cause of humanity. But for 
every one of those who have fallen, hun- 
dreds, or thousands, if the war continues, 
will die in the not distant future. 

Every American household will have a 
personal tie to the firing line—if not that 
of blood, then one of personal friendship. 
Every American at home will have an in- 
timate interest in some other American in 
service across the Atlantic exposed to the 
hazards of war. 

It is to minister to the needs of those 
boys, for the care of those wounded not 
beyond possibility of recovery under sur- 
gical) skill and proper nursing, and for mak- 
ing easier the last hours of those less for- 
tunate, that the Red Cross is appealing for 
funds. 

Such is the function of the Red Cross 
that the most militant advocate of war, or 
the most sincere pacifist, can subscribe to 
it with equal consistency and equal con- 
scientiousness. This is an appeal which 
must strike home to the man whose first 
thought of war is pity, the same as to the 
man who thinks of war. only as conquest, 
because the purpose of it is to ameliorate 
pain and suffering and to make wounded 
soldiers fit either to return home or for 
further fighting. 

And in peace times, in event of disaster 
in any form entailing human suffering, this 
humane organization is ever alert to per- 
form its humanitarian offices. 

The war might end the day following 
the subscription of the vast sum asked for, 
and the money would render the Red Cross 
only the more efficient for emergency serv- 
ice at home. 

So it well behooves the public-spirited 
American citizens who so liberally sub- 
scribed to the Liberty Loan not to lock 
their safety-depcsit boxes until they have 
set aside a healthy contribution for the Red 
Cross.

CARELESSNESS ANDCROSSINGS. 


Mr. Newton Phillips, of Atlanta, suggests 
in a communication which is published in 
another column of this page, that a law be 
enacted in Georgia to compel vehicles on 
highways to come to a dead stop before 
undertaking to cross any railroad or cross- 
country trolley line track, as a means of 
protection of the occupants of such ve- 
hicles. | 

He cites the fact that “all railroad trains 
are compelled to come to a dead stop be- 
fore crossing another line,” and he argues 
that the highway-traveling public should 
be made by law to take the same precau- 
tions. y 

There is no lack of justification for his 
position. 

One such accident as that at Jonesboro 

last Sunday, in which a mother and her lit- 
tle son were killed and four other occu- 
pants of an automobile were seriously hurt 
and maimed when the machine was struck 
by a train on a grade crossing, causes more 
suffering and loss to the commonwealth 
than would be caused by the loss of time by 
all of the vehicles in Christendom entailed 
in obedience to such a law. 
And this deplorable accident was almost 
an exact counterpart of another which oc- 
curred a few months ago on a grade cross- 
ing in Hapeville. 

Just the other day one grade crossing 
at Thomson, Ga., claimed its fifth victim 
in the third collision within one month! 
Indeed, so frequently do accounts of accl- 
dents of this character appear in the daily 
news reports that they are commonplace! 

Every one of them is an unnecessary 
accident. Every life lost in grade cross- 
ing collisions could have been saved 
through the exercise of proper precaution; 
every pang of suffering thus caused could 
have been averted by the exercise of ordi- 
nary prudence upon the part of vehicle 
drivers! 

Such terrible accidents as that last Sun- 
day and the others like it, of almost daily 
occurrence, are sickening; and if it is 
necessary to compel men by law to safe- 
guard their own and their passengers’ 
necks by stopping, looking and listening 
before essaying to cross a railroad track— 
where danger is ever present—the forth- 
coming legislature might as well enact such 
a law and have it over with. 

Then let the enforcement: authorities 
see that it is obeyed to the letter, and thus 
put an end to this slaughter of themselves 
and innocents by dare-devil and heedless 
drivers! 


OUR FIRST DEFEAT. 


The little victory won by a U-boat crew 
over our navy gunners aboard the tanker 
Moreni last Tuesday gives cause for only 
short-lived elation on the part of the enemy. 
It will prove only a temporary victory; and 
the deaths of our four brave sailors will be 
avenged many times over before the book 
is closed. 

It was at best only a minor sea fight, 
with the odds heaped against the Americans, 
and, the deplorable fatalities out of the

SOAP, THE UNIVERSAL DISINFECTANT. 

It is well known among physicians, at 
any rate, that syphilis is not rarely conveyed 
by innocent contact. For instance, physi- 
cians and nurses and others whose duty it 
is to be in frequent contact with the sick, 
are sometimes infected with syphilis through 
a trifling abrasion of the fingers or hands. 
Men smoking the same pipe have acquired 
chapcre (the primary sore of syphilis) of 
the lip. Yet curiously enough syphilis is 
very rarely contracted in the barber shop, 
much more rarely than are other infectious 
or contagious diseases such as dandruff, 
ringworm and sycosis of the beard. The 
reason is, not that barbers are less frequently 
syphilitic than any other class of individuals, 


but that soap is a pretty good disinfectant. 


A barber’s “antiseptic” preparations are 
seldom likely to annoy germs very much. But 
he does apply lather in a thorough and gen- 
erous manner, and the Treponema pallidum, 
the germ of syphilis, has but little resistance 
to the germicidal influence of soap solution. 

Dr. Reasoner, Major, Medical Corps, United 
States army, made a solution of a popular 
household and toilet soap in sterile water, 
also solutions of various shaving soaps or 
creams. He mixed these solutions with 
known cultures or liquids containing living, 
motile Treponemas (syphilis germs). In 
each case the movements of the germs, ob- 
served in the dark field under the micro- 
scope, quickly ceased, and the germs them- 
selves disappeared from view—were dis- 
solved or destroyed by the soap. Dr. Reas- 
oner draws the following conclusion: 

“The results of these experiments

And second, acute septicemia or 
ordinary blood-poisoning, because customers 
still permit barbers to dig for what they 
“dead” or ingrowing' hairs.

More Law Is Suggested 
To Safeguard Crossings 


Editor Constitution: Is there no way to 
stop the awful toll of life at grade cross- 
ings of railroads and electric lines? Just 
consult the daily papers and the records, 
frequently whole families wiped out in awful 
grade crossing tragedies. 

Why can’t laws be enacted (and start it 
right here in Georgia) making it unlawful, a 
misdemeanor for any person with any kind 
of a vehicle to cross a railroad at grade 
crossings without first coming to a dead 
stop at least fifty feet from the track and 
ascertain if a train or car is approaching 
before proceeding to cross, where there is 
no watchman on duty? 

All railroad trains have to come to a dead 
stop before crossing another line, unless that 
crossing is protected by interlocking signals 
or watchman; so why can’t the public be 
made to take the same precaution? For 
what is the loss of a moment or two at a 
crossing by stopping compared to the loss 
of so much life daily by the careless dis- 
regard of the old crossing signs that the pub- 
lic has come to regard as almost meaningless? 
It will take a rigid law and the enforce- 
ment of it by fines to educate the people up 
to the fact that we must help the railroads 
to cut down the death losses at the grade 
crossings.

But he unluckily waved at a group 
of German prisoners barricaded behind the 
barbed wire prison at Chickamauga.

They were a pleasing sight to 
the distinguished Rotarian, and he waved 
them a greeting. :

Clarkesville, Ga., June 18,—(Special.)— 
Habersham county is responding to the pres- 
ident’s call to farms.” Practically every 
available acre of land in under cultivation 
this year, and most of it in food crops. 

Of a tract of 700 acres, near Demorest, 
which, in October last year was covered sol- 
idly by original forest growth of oak and 
hickory, now has 200 acres cleared and with 
16,000 lusty young apple trees growing, each 
line of trees bordered with rows of peas. 
This new ground tract is interplanted with 
corn, and this year’s corn yield is estimated 
at 1,000 bushels. 

The owning company, through its prest- 
dent, Charles J. Haden, has proposed to the 
war department to grow ten carloads of 
Irish potatoes for the army on lands of the 
company, adjoining Lake Rabun, if the de- 
partment will fix a price that will justify 
the purchase of the quantity of seed potatoes 
at the present abnormal price. The high 
average rafnfall of 60 inches a year, makes 
Habersham county a peculiarly favorable 
spot for the growing of a summer potato 
crop.

New York, June 18.—The cotton mar- 
ket showed renewed strength and ac- 
tivity today with all deliveries mak- 
ing new high records for the season. 
October contracts sold up to 25.70 or 
more than a cent a pound above Satur- 
day's closing figures and closed at 
25.58. The general list closed steady 
at a net advance of 64 to 92 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 28 to 61 points on buying 
which was stimulated by an advance 
equivalent to approximately two cents 
a pound in the English market, bullish 


reports from the goods trade, and low 
Private condition figures. There was 
@ good deal of realizing which caused 
moderate reactions during the morn- 
ing, but offerings showed a tendency 
to taper off on setbacks, and the 7 
eral list sold 88 to 104 points net high- 
er during the early afternoon. 

This advance carried July contracts 
up to 25.85 and December to 25.82, mak- 
ing a gain of 165 to 188 points from the 
low level reached on the reaction of 
last Friday morning. 

Business then became less active and 
later fluctuations were irregular, last 
prices showing reactions of some ten 
or twelve points from the best. 

Private cables attributed the advance 
in Liverpool to good trade buying, and 
an accumulation of continental buy- 
ing orders over the week-end.

Chicago, June 18.—Wheat dropped

Headed by Piper Major Dunbar, a 
man who has done his “bit” in the 
trenches, the Canadian contingent was 
the first to enter the building. To 
the strains of “The Cock o' the Nort 
played by a Scotch bagpiper, the Cai- 
gary and Toronto representations filed 
through the entrance, being followed 
by the four Cuban delegates, led by Dr. 
Carlos Alzugaeay, president of the Ha- 
vana club, and marching underneath 
the British “Union Jack“ and the Amer- 
ican flag and emblem of Rotary. 

The address of Arch Klumph, -presi- 
dent of International Rotary, was a 
stirring appeal to patriotism. He was 
presented by Louis D. Hicks, president 
of the Atlanta Rotary club, who, in a 
brief word, welcomed Rotary and Ms 
distinguished head to Dixie, Georgia 
and Atlanta. 

“There has never been a time in the 
history of Rotary,” said President 
D “when a convention of the 
magnitude of this one was so severely 
handicapped and made so_ uncertain. 
But after all, this test has been one of 
the most fortunate events in the career 
of Rotary, for it has developed and 
proved the stahility of the organization 
under fire. And we assemble today for 
what I hope—and confidently expect— 
to be the most important of our na- 
tional conventions. 

Our Country's Allies. 

“It is wonderfully fortunate that the 
same nations allied and affiliated with 
Rotary are also our country’s allies in 
the world’s greatest struggle for the 
preservation of democracy and freedom, 
and which has for its ultimate purpose 
equal rights for all in the stead of au- 
tocratic domination by the few. And do 
not believe this to be a war of armies, 
alone, but of nations, in which every 
ee woman and child has a part to 
Ake.“
